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THE population of Ireland has fallen from 8,175,-

THE activity of German manufacturers and ex- 
porters is illustrated by some figures regarding the im- 
ports of pig iron into Germany and the exports of iron 
and steel manufactures, which have just reached the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics. They show that the im- 
portations of pig iron increased from 462,000 tons in 
1897 to 830,000 in 1900, and those of rough iron ware, 
from 43,000 tons in 1897 to 73,000 tons 1900; while the 
exports of iron and iron ware increased during the same 
period from $82,000,000 value to $118,000,000; ma- 
chines, from $30,000,000 to $45,000,000; rolling stock 
and ships (not wood), from $3,000,000 to $9,000,000, 
making the total increase in these three items of iron 
stock and ships, 
a period of three 


and iron ware, machines and rolling 
from $114,000,000 to $172,000,000 in 
years. 


In another column is a letter from the senior part- 
ner of a leading Wisconsin hardware firm, in which they 
point out the annoyance to which they have been sub- 
jected through the discourtesy of tinners advertising 
for a situation who have not answered their letters. A 
tinner or hardware clerk who advertises for a situation 
in a paper with a large circulation among employers of 
such labor, must naturally expect a number of replies. 
He would naturally feel hurt to receive a letter offering 
him a position and to learn later that the position was 
filled before his reply was received. He naturally ex- 
pects this courtesy from the merchant. On the other 
hand, is not the merchant entitled to equally courteous 
treatment from him in case the applicant has secured 
another position before hearing from the merchant? 
A brief reply stating that the applicant has already 
secured a position is a business courtesy that should 
not be neglected. 
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An applicant for a position is also entitled to the 
courtesy of a note stating that the position he is seeking 
has been filled—a courtesy that many merchants neglect.

THE growing disposition of the islands and coun- 
tries adjacent to the United States, and especially those 
of the West Indian group, to trade with the United 
States is illustrated by some figures just received by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics, regarding the commerce 
of Jamaica. These are contained in a British colonial 
report on Jamaica for 1899-1900. They show that of 
the exports of Jamaica, 57 per cent were sent to the 
United States in 1896, while in 1900 the share sent to 
the United States was 63.6 per cent. To the United 
Kingdom the share in 1896 was 27.6 per cent, and in 
1900 19.2 per cent. The report says: “The value of the 
exports from Jamaica which go to the United States con- 
tinues to increase in total value and in proportion to the 
The exports to the United 
Kingdom diminish steadily. This tendency is largely 
due to the development of the fruit trade, which has 
hitherto the United 
States.” The increase in exports to the United States

of Jamaican imports which come from the United 
States. In 1896 the percentage of Jamaican imports 
taken from the United States was 41.8 per cent, and in 
1900 43 per cent; while the proportion from the United 
Kingdom, which in 1896 was 48.1 per cent, was in 1900 
{7.2 per cent. 


THE growing belief that the United States will 
shortly be able to produce from beets the $100,000,000 
worth of sugar which her people now annually import, 
seems to be shared by British Consul Wyndham, who 
has given the subject close attention and reported upon 
it to his government. The following is an extract from 
his report, which has just reached the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics: 
United States is rapidly increasing, and in the Chicago 
consular district there are four factories in the State 
of Illinois, three in Nebraska, and three in Colorado; 
those in Nebraska and Colorado belong to the American 


“The production of beet sugar in the 
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Beet Sugar Co., and are at Grand Junction, Rocky 
Ford and Sugar City, and when fully completed will 
employ thousands of hands. Statistics indicate that the 
United States consumes more sugar than any other na- 
tion, or approximately one-quarter of the whole of the 
world’s product. The conditions of soil, climate and 
other advantages are quite as good in the United States, 
and especially in Colorado, Nebraska and Illinois, for 
the development of the beet as in any of the countries 
of Europe or Asia. The world’s production and con- 
sumption of sugar is now about 8,250,000 tons per an- 
- num, two-thirds of which is produced from beet and 
only one-third from cane, whilst the normal consump- 
tion is estimated as increasing at the rate of 250,000

We want you to run subheads 
as shown, in a good daily newspaper style, and run the 
words in small caps as shown in copy. Do not fail to 
put this in, as a number of your readers are looking 
for it.

Now these people are not figments of the imagina- 
tion by any means. A slight change in the style and 
nomenclature of the letters of Goodthing, Bluff & Co., 
and Small & Little and they will not differ widely from 
communications received in every trade paper of- 
fice in the country. There are a number of business men 
who, presuming on their standing in the trade, imagine 
that because they are in some way interested in the line 
of business represented by a trade paper, they have a 
natural right to be consulted in its management, and 
to have a portion of its space set aside for their use, 
although they, as a rule, are magnanimous enough to 
waive the former of these rights. Newspaper space is a 
publisher’s stock in trade, just as emphatically as lemon 
squeezers or bolts or steel cooks are commerical] assets in 
other lines. Suppose the publisher of a hardware paper 
should send this manifold letter to all the dish washing 
machine manufacturers in the country: 

‘Dear Sir: I have been forced to economize and 
dismiss my cook lady. My wife says she won’t wash 
dishes unless I secure her a dish washing machine. 
After due thought she and I have selected your machine 
as the one we want. My business as the publisher of 
a leading hardware paper puts me in a position where | 
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have the right to request you to forward one of your 
latest machines to my address, given herewith, free of 
charge. As we are in no great hurry for this, you can 
send same by freight and save yourselves the difference 
between freight and express charges.” 


Would the publisher sending out this letter get 
many washing machines? Would he even escape the 
imputation of being considered a fine candidate for the 
detention hospital? At any rate, the dish washer manu- 
facturer receiving one of these letters would consider 
that his feelings had been very brusquely ruffled. And 
yet, every day, manufacturers do not scruple to demand 
as a right frequent notice of their personal and business 
loings in the trade press, although if trade journalism 
depended for existence on the liberality of many of them 
it would speedily come to an early demise. All trade 
papers do plenty of free advertising, and if one started 
to charge up free reading notices at their just relative 
value in regard to advertising, it would be found fhat 
many a paper gave away more space than it was paid 
for. Free advertising is a necessary benefit to the 
patrons of a paper who desire to be informed of al! 
matters of trade interest, new manufactures, new inven- 
tions, and for the most part the trade press fulfills this 
function without regard to the standing different per- 
sons may have in the counting department. But, of 
course, no trade paper can be absolutely independent of 
business considerations, as such a course would work an 
injustice to its friends and would be a poor return for 
their kind recognition of its honest efforts to advance 
trade interests, which the non-advertising and non- 
subscribing manufacturer overlooks, and yet seeks to 
profit by. 

In looking over back numbers of THz AMERICAN 
ARTISAN I find that on Aug. 15, 1891—just a decade 
ago—this paper made the following forceful declaration 
of policy along the identical line of this article: 

“Tt is as well that the fact should be clearly stated 
now as at any other time that THz AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
while earnestly striving to do justice to all, cannot be in- 
duced to neglect its friends to further the interests of 
those who would use its pages under the specious plea 
that the editorial and business departments of a trade 
paper should be distinct and separate. Translated into 
plain English, this means, from the point of view 
adopted by those who advance it, that they are not 
above reaping pecuniary advantage from gratuitous 
mention in papers to whose support their financial con- 
tribution is represented by a cipher. This is the view 
which does not appeal to our sense of justice: when it is 
illuminated by the knowledge we possess, that some 
who hold these opinions studiously follow a policy of 
discrimination themselves when placing their paid ad- 
vertising, it becomes a farcical inconsistency. An inde- 
pendent and self-respecting journal should not, of 
course, go out of its way to discriminate injuriously 
against business men whose ideas of justice are s0 
notoriously out of plumb. When, however, the question 
is one between friends and patrons and those who as- 
sume the attitude of foes, if they are not foes in fact 
the path of the vigilant journalist who has the interes 
of his paper at heart is as plain as if it were illuu:- 
inated by the beams of the noon-day sun.”

STEEL RANGE PEDDLERS IN ILLINOIS. 


Several correspondents from Barry, Ill., and vicin- 
ity advise us that steel range peddlers are operating in 
their vicinity, and enclose us clippings from local 
papers, showing what steps they are taking to fight these 
peddlers. One correspondent feelingly adds that he for 
one is very sorry that the agitation for an anti-steel 
range peddler law, recently started in our columns, was 
not begun a year ago. From the New Canton, Ill., Ad- 
vance of Aug. 24 we clip this local: 

“Notices were scattered broadcast through this vicinity 
Wednesday warning the farmers against steel range swindlers 
who are now working in the county. Read the notices and 
note the mode of procedure. When one of them come to your 
house show him the gate and the dog.” 

On the same page we find a 614 inch double column 
advertisement of Wike & Davis, dealers in hardware, 
stoves and tinware in Barry, Ill. This advertisement 
calls attention to the fact that they handle the Peoria- 
Lexington and Superior steel ranges, and “will give a 
satisfactory guarantee in all cases.” Ox the front page 
we note a 11 inch double column advertisement of H. 
Koeller, who advertises a leading steel range at $24.50, 
and offers 5 per cent off for the next thirty days on his 
entire line of stoves and ranges. 

The point we would make in thus going into detail 
is that these two local stove firms are showing them- 
selves to be live concerns in fighting these peddlers by 
liberal advertising. Furthermore, it seems to us that 
the New Canton Advance should give them more aid 
than the little, skimpy local given above. Why does it 
not reproduce the circular it mentions, and, instead of 
enlisting sympathy for the peddlers by calling them 
swindlers and urging farmers to set their dogs on them. 
Why does it not point out a few good strong reasons why 
farmers should not patronize these people? The two 
advertisements of the local hardware men—who are 
tax-payers, which the peddlers are not—give in black 
and white two strong arguments. H. Koeller offers his 
steel range at $24.50, which is considerably cheaper 
than the peddlers’ range, we will guarantee. Wike & 
Davis state “they will give a satisfactory guarantee in 
all cases.” Now a “guarantee” by a dealer located in 
Barry, Ill., is worth a great deal more to people resid- 
ing within a radius of five miles of that place than a 
guarantee by a gang of commercial nomads, whom one 
cannot place their finger upon when it is necessary to 
ask them “to make good” their aforesaid guarantee. 

A marked contrast to this brief notice is found in 
the Barry (Ill.) Adage, of Aug. 22, which gives the 
right kind of protection to its local merchants by giving 
the following expose of these gentry and their methods 


of doing business. sx thoroughly does this cover the 


ground that it is good ammunition for dealers in all 
sections of the country to use when their territory is 
invaded : 


BEWARE OF 
RANGE PEDDLERS. 


By reports sent out from some of our neighboring 
counties it is learned that a smooth lot of peddlers have 
been traveling through them selling ranges. The price 
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they charge is at least one-third more than is asked by 
home merchants for a range just as good, but their 
plausible arguments and the fact that they offer to 
allow the buyer to pay for it when convenient if the 
range proves satisfactory seems to catch the unwary. 

It is said that these range peddlers have been quite 
successful in certain neighborhoods, and now the people 
who were duped are sending up a big howl. 

It is said that a sleek-looking agent calls first and 
offers to place a range in the kitchen. He claims that it 
is made of steel and is the best manufactured. If you 
have about $65 about the house you can avail yourself of 
the opportunity of keeping it, and if you haven’t the cash 
you may take the range on approval, the husband and 
wife signing what the agent says is a ‘receipt for the 
stove left at the house. It is said that these receipts 
generally turn out to be promisory notes. 

Another paper they are asked to sign is a contract 
containing various stipulations. ‘The company agrees to 
keep the stoves in repair for a certain number of years, 
but as no agencies are established no repairs can be se- 
cured. It appears that on the back of the contract is ¢ 
“special notice” that generally escapes the buyers’ atten- 
tion, which expressly stipulates that no old stoves are 
taken in part payment, although the smooth agent 
usually promises to take the old stove at $20, board out 
$10 of the price and allow anywhere from $5 to $10 for 
carting, which would reduce the amount of cash to be 
paid very materially. Sometimes the agent writes these 
special agreements on the contract, but in a place where 
they can be torn off without destroying any portion of 
the contract, and when some collector or bank calls for 
the payment of the promisory note the special agree- 
ment will not be found on the contract. 

The Adage publishes the above information ob- 
tained to post its readers on the manner in which the 
steel range peddlers operate and to caution them to be 
exceedingly careful in dealing with them. In fact, we 
honestly believe that they make a great mistake in deal- 
ing with them at all. We understand that they charge 
in the neighborhood of $70 for their ranges, when just 
as good a stove can be bought from a home merchant 
for $40. Besides the home merchant can always be 
compelled to make good his promises, while the agent 
can never be found after he has sold the range and has 
received his pay in cash or a promisory note. 

If any of these agents call on you, don’t sign any 
kind of a paper without first consulting a home attorney, 
for it will be cheaper to consult him before doing so 
than it will be after you have signed the note. 

If you are caught by one of these smooth peddlers 
after reading the above warning it will be your own 
fault. Remember that an agent of that kind is always 
selected by the company who employs him because he 
has a glib tongue, and his promises are seldom made 
good by his employers. All that is expected of him is to 
sell you the article and hand over the cash or promisory 
note. The tactics adopted by him to accomplish the de- 
sired result does not concern his employers. 

When one looks at the advertising columns of the 
Barry Adage and sees the announcement of Wike & 
Davis, local hardware dealers, in which they offer steel 
ranges at $35 to $40, and “give a satisfactory guarantee 
on these goods, and expect to be found at the old stand 
at any time in the future to make said guarantee good,” 
and that of J. B. Watson, another hardware dealer, who 
advertises steel ranges at $40, and states, “we are here 
to stay and to back up what we tell you about them ;” 
it certainly seems incomprehensible that anyone in that 
vicinity should pay a traveling peddler $73 for a steel 


range whose only guarantee is that of a strange sales- 
man, who is like the Irishman’sflea, and will not be 
there when one puts his finger on him.

BOOK SHELF AND CABINET. 





TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Enclosed please find a design for a book shelf and 
cabinet for fancy articles such as vases, shells, stereop- 
ticon views and holder, and the hundred and one pieces 
of a bric-a-brac found in people’s houses. 

It may be made of almost any sheet metal, but 
preferably of brass and red copper. The shelves should 
be black walnut or white wood stained, with edges 
gilded or copper bronzed. (Bronzes may be obtained 
of dealers in artists’ colors.) The finish on the upper 
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front edge of shelf is brass cut to shape and flanged 
on the side and screwed to the shelf. The bracket can 
be screwed to back with wood screws. The whole thing 
is to be soldered together, and where the solder cannot 
be cleaned off it is to be covered with the bronze. (Use 
a little turpentine to mix the bronze.) The back of the 
whole is of wood covered with gilt paper, or it may 
be paneled with hammered brass and copper. The tub- 
ing used. for posts or pillars is brass either plain or 
bronze. 

If desired the whole thing may be made of iron 
and bronzed with good effect. The upper panel, if not 
wanted for béooks, may be a beveled glass mirror, and 
would look very nicely. The tubes for posts might be of 
tin fluted or molded (before forming) with a scratch 
awl. The fluting should be made deep so the ridges will 
show well when formed up, with the seam on the back 
side. The back of the lower part may be made of wood 
and covered with plush, with hammered brass panels 
fastened thereon.

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ADDITIONS TO LARGE PLANT. 








The Lalance & Grosjean Mfg. Co. have completed 
some extensive additions to their Woodhaven, L. L., 
plant. These recent additions cover a space 400x200 
feet in dimensions. On the Clinton place side the ad- 
dition is 400 feet long and 160 feet wide, extending 
into three peaked roofs. This new building will be 
used as an enameling shop, to which the goods will be 
brought from the old factory across a bridge over Bige- 
low street. Next to this enameling shop on the Bigelow 
place side, is a finishing department, 400 feet long by 
40 wide, which is really part of the enameling depart- 
ment, but is two stories higher. Extensive additions 
have also been made to their mechanical equipment, 
as they have added 21 new furnaces, which, with their 
42 old muffles, gives them a magnificent capacity. 
These new muffles will be devoted entirely to the manu- 
facture of enameled ware. This plant is certainly a 
colossus in the tinware field, as it covers more than 
16 acres of ground and nearly five blocks of territory. 
The Harrisburg, Pa., plant of this company covers 12 
acres of ground. 

This large Long Island plant now employs 2,100 
men, the old force of 1,300 having been augmented 
with the opening of their recent additions. Some idea 
of the immensity of this plant can be gathered from the 
fact that 130,000 pieces of ware are turned out every 
day. The Brooklyn Eagle, of Aug. 25, in writing up 
this factory, states that it is now the largest tinware 
manufactory in the world.

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vanced report on the iron and steel situation: 

The air of patient serenity with which the iron and 
steel trades view the trade and strike situation is signifi- 
cant of the confidence growing that the end of the strike 
is in sight. Predictions that it will not last more than 
ten days longer are made by officials of the companies 
affected. Leaving out this matter the trade is in good 
shape and consumption is large. Finished products 
such as hoops, tubes, sheets, and tin plates are still bring- 
ing high premiums. Structural material plate and bar 
mills have orders for months ahead. Wire is scare 
at Chicago owing to the Joliet shutdown. At Pitts- 
burg Merchant furnaces are at the end of their orders 
and must pile stocks next month if the strike lasts. 
Foundry iron is in good demand at St. Louis and hard- 
ware is in active distribution at all western markets.
